The Grecians are obſerved by Hiſto- 
rians to have two Tables for Strangers; 
and the jus Hoſpitii was looked upon as 
a moſt ſacred thing. This ſhews what 
Hoſpitality they uſed, and whar the 


Heathens themſelves thought of it in 


thoſe old times 1n which they lived. So 
that indeed could we not find a Bible in 


our Cloſets, neither had we the Will 


of God from Heaven revealed to us, 
Jet the Light of Nature will dictate to 
us this Truth. :

be kind tothem: and this was the Rea-

of Strangers; they were put 1n mind of 
the Condition they were once 10, and 
of the Uſage they wiſhed from the E- 


gyptians: And this Reaſoning ſuppoſes 


they would now deal with others as 
they once wiſhed they might be dealt 
withal themſelves.
